PEACE IN THE RAIL STRIKE. 


The points of difference between the railroads, 


and the striking shop crafts, as enumerated 

Thursday morning, are such as to allow of a 
settlement with justice to both sides and humilia- 

tion to neither. The strikers and employers are 

close enough together in theory to shake hands, 
if not in fact. Very little concession, and noth- 
ing beyond reason, is necessary to bring them 
together and end the strike which is already ex- 
ercising a demoralizing influence upon the general 
trend toward prosperity, 
The striking shop crafts demand that the sys- 
tem of “farming out” shop work to contractors, 
under which some roads have recently avoided 
jurisdiction of the labor board, be eliminated. 
That is fair and proper. The labor board has so 
decreed, and there is no more reason why the 
roads should be allowed to disregard such a de- 
cree than that the workers should disregard a 
finding. 

The strikers also demand that certain working 
rules which cut pay for overtime work be re- 
vised. If the rules in question are those which 
make the eight hour day merely nominal, the de- 
mand is not beyond reason. To be sure, the eight 
hour day te not a sacred institution, but it. is a 
sound one, and, representing as it does a princi- 
ple to which labor unionism has been committed 
for many years, it deserves consideration. 

The crafts want assurances that they will be 
given a rehearing before the labor board on the 
wage issue. 
to such a rehearing. It is the duty of the board 
to consider such requests whenever properly pre- 
sented. That does not necessarily amply a re 


Fourth, the crafts want the roads to agree to 
establishment of boatds of adjustment made up 
‘of an equal number of the carriers’ and the 
unions’ representatives, to consider all disputes 
outside of wages. Such boards are provided for 
under the transportation act. Although their | 
formation opens up the larger problem of how 
far employés shall have a direct voice in the 
management of the industry in which they are 
employed, if the transportation act is to be effec- 
tive in this matter its provisions should be fol- 
lowed. If the employers cite it to support their 
position, as they do, there seems no good reason 


why the employés also should not cite it. 


Against these four demands, none of which 


deem beyond possibility of acceptance, the rail- 


roads put one. That ie that the shopmen call off 


the strike and proceed to settle through the rail- 


road labor board. That also is reasonable. If 
the board is to retain any authority or usefulness 
whatever it cannot treat with an organization 
which defies it or make concessions to force. It 
can bring about a settlement if the men will go 
back to work. If consideration of the union's four 
demands were assured the men could take up 


- their tools and the board could take up the prob- 


lem without humiliation or loss of prestige to 
either. That is what should be done. No pig- 
headedness or sense of offended dignity on either 
aide should prevent euch action. f 

An informal and unofficial assurance to the

unlons that their points of contention would be 


taken up could be given and should satisfy them 


that the points involved will be acted upon. A 
return of the strikers to the shops would then 


start negotiations. 
When so little stands in the way of settlement, 
peace, and a return of the interrupted restoration 
of natfonal prosperity it is a shame to both sides 
to let formalities stand in the way when these 
formalities do not represent principles. We can 
have a settlement. The leader on either side 
who starts the slight necessary movement to 
bring it about will prove himself not only a leader 
of the first rank and broadest vision but a bene 
factor to the country.

to 135 in 1921 and 116 in 1920. 


May of 1922 shattered recent mur- 
der records with twenty-one. It stands 
out as the most sanguinary month 


since the race riots of July, 1919. 


The Black Hand, according to police 


records, was the cause of five of the 
twenty-one murders — May. The 
others were: Jealousy, 4; robbery, 3; 
vengeance, 2; domestic uae 2, 
unknown, 1. Two murders were com- 
mitted by felons resisting arrest and 
two by morons. 

Manslaughter followed in 
the tendency to soar. They numbered 
thirty-two in the 1921 half year and 
forty-one this year. Justifiable or ex- 
cusable homicides, as when a police- 
man kills a criminal, dropped from 51 
in the first half of 1921 to 47 this year, 
and deaths from criminal carelessness, 
all due to careless driving of motor 
__ vehicles, stepped down from 32 to 24. 

Crime figures for the first six months 
of the year furnish a more pleasant 
story. Burglary remained approximate- 
ly at the 1921 flgure, but robbery de- 
eCreased 11 per cent, and larceny is ap- 
parently consfiered passé in criminal 
- @ircles, for this crime was halved.
